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SCHOOL REPORT FOR 1899. 


CITIZENS OF SPRINGFIELD: 


In presenting this, our an- 
nual report, we will first call your attention to the num- 
ber of schools and their length. Four of the five schools 
that we had in spring had twenty-six weeks each; in 
Maxfield Division we had only twenty-two weeks on ac- 
count of the teacher’s sickness. 


In the fall, we had a school in Kempton Division, 
as there were children in the old Fowler District that 
could be schooled there, instead of paying for teaching 
Leavitt children at their home and for conveyance of 
Budrow children to Maxfield Division. Sickness in the 
teacher’s home prevented our having a long fall term, 
as we intended. ‘‘Schools Must be maintained at least 
twenty weeks during the year ending August I, Igoo, to 
entitle a town to a distributive portion of the literary 
fund of rgoo0.’’ In order to have twenty weeks in Kemp- 
ton Division during school year, we had a short winter 
term. 


Circulars have been issued by the Superintendent 
of Public Instruction calling attention to Chapter 77 of 
the Session Laws of 1899; ‘‘An act to equalize the 
school privileges of the cities and towns of the state’’ 
authorizes towns to unite and form a ‘‘Supervisory Dis- 
trict’’ for employing a Superintendent of Schools. 
Towns uniting for this purpose, under the prescribed 
conditions, will receive from the State Treasury one- 
half the salary paid such Superintendent. If desired, 
any preliminary conferences of school boards will be at- 


tended by the superintendent of Public Instruction, or 
he will endeavor to arrange such conferences, so that 
school boards may make such combinations as seem ad- 
vantageous. Your opinion in regard to this, is desired 
at the annual school meeting. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 6, of 
this Chapter of Session Laws, the town of Springfield 
has received $159.01 from the State Treasury which sum 
‘must be applied to the support of its public schools. 
‘“By this award the town is not relieved in any degree 
of the legal necessity of raising money for the support 
of its schools. ‘The law is calculated to supplement the 
efforts of the town, to advance the educational standard. 
Educational conditions may be iniproved by lengthening 
the school year or by paying better salaries to teachers, 
thus enabling the school board to demand and employ a 
higher grade of teaching ability; or by taking action, so 
as to secure expert supervision of schools. 


We believe that our schools have been as good and 
better in some Divisions than in previous years. Mrs. 
Sanborn, formerly Miss Clark and a member of our 
School Board, came from her home in Meriden to visit 
the schools at close of fall terms; she reports the exami- 
nations in the three schools she visited, better than any 
she had attended during the years she has served on 
School Board. Two of these schools had the same 
teachers in winter, successfully continuing their work. 
In the Center Division, even with a change of teachers, 
the school was a decided success. A few pupils in this 
and other divisions could not attend after the snow 
came. 


Our list of Perfect Attendance is not as large as in 
some years. In looking over our registers we find 
many names that have only one or two marks. Next 
term try and avoid having these few marks. Remember 
that ‘‘Punctuality is one of the levers that move the 


world’’ and it is essential to the highest success. We 
hope that our pupils, their parents and the teachers will 
co-operate, so that punctuality and good discipline 
which lies at the very foundation of every successful 
school, can be secured in all our schools in the future.
